5. Applicant's response, filed 8/20/2007, with respect to claims 18-20 has been fully 
considered and is persuasive. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach or reasonably 
suggests collecting state infonnation related to the current halted position, wherein the 
state information is defined at least in part by an evaluation of one or more variables by 
a command which is separate from the code, the evaluation having been perfonned at 
the request of a user at the halted position; querying a debug history repository to 
detenmine whether a cunrent state of the code at the cunrent halted position matches a 
given state described in a history record in the debug history repository; and wherein 
the debug history repository is queried using filters selected from the group consisting of 
developer name, time, and combinations thereof as recited in the independent claim 18.
